Gentlemen: 

This  195^  Report  on  the  Financial  Status  of  the  City  of  Hamilton 
replaces  both  the  Summary  of  Draft  Estimates  Including  Charts  and  State¬ 
ments,  which  has  been  prepared  for  some  years  past,  and  also  the  extensive 
statement  which  was  prepared  for  the  first  time  in  1953  hy  the  Assistant 
Commissioner  of  Finance.  Henceforth,  this  Report  on  the  Financial  Status 
of  the  City  of  Hamilton  will  be  prepared  annually. 

Statement  No.  1  includes  a  Comparative  Statement  of  Taxable  Assess¬ 
ment  for  the  years  1952,  1953  and  195^^  and  also  a  Comparison  of  1952,  1953 
and  195^  Mill  Rates.  This  latter  statement  illustrates  the  fact  that  the 
municipal  or  general  mill  rate  for  the  year  195^  is  practically  the  same  as 
that  of  the  year  1953^  whereas  the  Board  of  Education  mill  rate  was  increased 
by  approximately  one-half  mill  and  the  Separate  School  Board  mill  rate  in¬ 
creased  by  approximately  one  mill. 

Statement  No.  2  is  a  Comparative  Statement  between  the  195^  Esti¬ 
mates  and  the  1953  Actual  Revenues  and  Expenditures.  Statement  No.  3  is  a 
Comparative  Statement  between  the  1953  Estimates  and  the  1953  Actual  Rev¬ 
enues  and  Expenditures.  This  latter  statement  discloses  the  revenues  and 
expenditures  of  the  City  of  Hamilton  for  the  year  1953  in  comparison  with 
the  195^  Estimates,  whereas  the  former  statement  discloses  what  we  antici¬ 
pate  will  be  the  revenues  and  expenditures  in  the  year  195^  compared  with 
what  they  were  in  the  year  1953* 

We  believe  that  most  of  the  27  schedules  in  the  Report  are,  with¬ 
in  reason,  self-explanatory.  However,  we  wish  to  make  a  few  comments,  as 
follows : - 


The  majority  of  the  schedules  are  concerned  with  many  phases  of 
the  past,  present  and  future  debenture  debt  of  the  City  of  Hamilton.  The 
chief  characteristic  of  this  debenture  debt  for  the  years  1932  to  195^ 
inclusive,  in  common  with  that  of  most  of  the  urban  municipal  corporations 
of  Ontario,  is  that  during  this  period  the  debenture  debt  reached  a  high 
in  the  early  1930 's,  then  contracted  continuously  until  it  reached  a  low 
in  the  mid  1940' s,  and  commencing  with  the  post-war  years,  in  the  face  of  an 
unprecedented  tide  of  municipal  growth,  as  well  as  many  delayed  municipal 
projects,  it  rose,  at  an  increasingly  rapid  rate,  until  in  the  early  1950 's 
it  is  reaching  new  all-time  highs. 

In  our  opinion,  the  present  and  the  authorized  debenture  debt  of 
the  City  of  Hamilton  is  within  the  Corporation's  ability  to  carry.  There 
is  no  cause  for  concern  in  this  matter  in  the  future,  so  long  as  the  Board 
of  Control  and  Council  insist  that  all  future  debt  be  incurred  as  a  part  of 
an  integrated  capital  improvement  program,  which  is  based  on  the  Corpora¬ 
tion's  ability  to  carry  the  principal  and  interest  payments  resulting  from 
the  capital  improvement  program. 
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We  base  this  opinion  on  the  following  factors,  which  are  disclosed 
in  this  Report: 

(a)  According  to  Schedule  No.  11,  which  is  a  comparison  between  the 
trend  of  the  gross  debenture  debt  of  the  City  of  Hamilton  with 
the  trend  of  the  Provincial  average  for  96^  municipalities,  the 
rise  in  the  debenture  debt  of  the  City  of  Hamilton  from  1939 
to  1952  inclusive  has  been  17^,  whereas  that  of  the  Provincial 
average  has  been  28^.  This  schedule  discloses,  of  course,  that 
a  substantial  increase  has  taken  place  in  the  City’s  debt  dur¬ 
ing  1953*  However,  it  is  safe  to  state  that  a  substantial  in¬ 
crease  will  undoubtedly  have  taken  place  in  the  Provincial 
averages  also  during  1953* 

(b)  According  to  Schedule  No.  12,  the  gross  debenture  debt  of  the 
City  of  Hamilton  compares  quite  favourably  with  that  of  most 
of  the  municipalities  in  its  class.  As  a  matter  of  fact, an 
examination  of  the  1952  Annual  Report  of  the  Department  of 
Municipal  Affairs  discloses  that  there  were  104  cities,  towns, 
and  villages  in  Ontario  which  had  a  higher  debenture  debt  per 
capita  than  had  the  City  of  Hamilton  at  December  31^  1952* 

(c)  Schedule  No.  13  discloses  that  there  has  been  an  almost  contin¬ 
uous  decline  in  the  proportion  of  the  total  tax  levy  which  has 
been  required  to  meet  the  City’s  debenture  principal  and  inter¬ 
est  payments  from  the  year  1939  "to  1953  inclusive.  For  instance, 
in  the  year  1939  debenture  principal  and  interest  payments  re¬ 
quired  approximately  60^  out  of  each  total  tax  dollar,  whereas 
in  the  year  1953  these  payments  required  only  approximately  20^. 

We  estimate  that  in  1954  this  requirement  will  be  approximately 
24^. 

(d)  Schedule  No.  13  also  discloses  that  the  per  capita  debt  of  the 
City  of  Hamilton  at  the  end  of  1954,  including  the  debentures 
authorized  but  not  issued  as  at  December  31st,  1953^  will  stand 
at  approximately  $198.00,  which  is  below  the  previous  high  per 
capita  figures,  which  were  reached  in  the  years  1933  and  1934, 
in  the  amounts  of  $207.00  and  $203.00. 

(e)  Another  favourable  factor  is  the  ratio  which  the  net  debenture 
debt  of  the  Corporation  bears  to  its  taxable  assessment.  In 
our  opinion,  this  is  well  within  safe  limits.  Schedule  No.  13 
illustrates  that  this  ratio  ranged  from  10^  to  l4^  during  the 
years  1932  to  1940  inclusive,  whereas  at  the  end  of  1953  it 
stood  at  7* 7'^*  We  estimate  that  the  ratio  will  stand  at  approx¬ 
imately  9*04*^  at  the  end  of  the  year  1954. 

In  connection  with  the  taxable  assessment  of  the  Corporation,  may 
I  draw  attention  to  Schedules  Nos.  17;  I8  and  19.  Schedule  No.  19  is  a 
graph  and  is  of  particular  interest  since  it  illustrates  the  fact  that, 
as  the  result  of  re-assessment,  the  industries  of  this  City  are  carrying 
a  substantially  higher  portion  of  the  City’s  tax  load  than  they  did  prior 
to  re-assessment. 

Schedule  No.  21,  which  illustrates  tax  arrears,  indicates  that, 
although  the  tax  arrears  of  the  City  of  Hamilton  have  been  rising  slowly, 
the  City  enjoys  one  of  the  finest  tax  collection  experiences  in  Ontario. 

We  wish  to  particularly  draw  attention  to  Schedule  No.  26,  which 
illustrates  the  rise  in  the  cost  of  administering  and  operating  the  various 
municipal  departments  and  functions.  Although  there  is  a  great  deal  of  in¬ 
formation  contained  in  this  schedule  and  although  we  could,  with  benefit, 
discuss  it  at  length,  we  shall  not  do  so  at  the  present  time.  However,  we 
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do  feel  that  the  information  on  this  schedule  should  be  very  thoroughly 
studied. 


Before  we  make  any  comment  on  the  Corporation's  capital  budget 
program,  we  feel  that  some  indication  of  the  physical  growth  which  has 
taken  place  in  the  City  of  Hamilton  in  recent  years  would  be  very  timely. 
The  following  schedule  illustrates  the  increase  which  has  taken  place  in 
the  area  of  the  City  during  the  years  19^2  to  1953  inclusive,  the  number 
and  amount  of  the  building  permits  which  have  been  issued,  the  amount  of 
money  flowing  through  the  banks  of  the  City,  and  also  the  number  of  kil¬ 
owatt  hours  which  have  been  consumed  through  the  local  Hydro  System. 

These  figures  certainly  illustrate  very  graphically  the  physical  growth  and 
expansion  which  has  taken  place  within  the  confines  of  this  City  during 
this  twelve -year  period.

In  this  connection  we  would  draw  your  attention  to  Schedule  No.  20 
of  the  Report,  which  discloses  that  from  the  year  1932  to  1953  inclusive  the 
number  of  houses  in  this  City  has  increased  by  approximately  43^. 

At  this  time  we  would  like  to  make  extended  reference  to  Schedule 
No.  27,  which  is  "A  Summary  of  Capital  Projects".  A  Report  made  to  the  Board 
of  Control  under  date  of  March  3i*d.,  1953^  hy  the  Assistant  Commissioner  of 
Finance  recommended  that  a  capital  budget  committee,  consisting  of  the  Com¬ 
missioner  of  Finance,  the  Assistant  Commissioner  of  Finance,  the  City  Engin¬ 
eer,  and  the  Planning  Commissioner,  be  set  up  to  undertake  immediate  steps 
to  adopt  the  principle  of  a  capital  budget  program. 

Under  date  of  April  l4,  1953^  City  Council  approved  a  report  of 
the  Board  of  Control,  which  recommended  such  a  committee  be  appointed. 

Before  commenting  on  the  work  of  the  Committee  during  the  year 
1953^  we  feel  that  we  should  re-state  the  definition  of  a  capital  budget 
and  the  benefits  which  will  accrue  from  the  implementation  of  such  a  pro¬ 
gram: 


(a)  A  capital  budget  may  be  defined  as  a  long-term  capital 
improvement  program  plus  a  co-ordinated  outline  of  the 
methods  by  which  such  a  capital  improvement  program  is 
to  be  financed. 
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(b)  Among  the  many  advantages  of  a  capital  budget  program  are  the 

following: 

(1)  We  will  not  fall  into  the  error  of  incurring  more 
debenture  debt  than  our  taxing  powers  and  other 
revenues  justify. 

I 

(2)  The  adoption  of  such  a  program  will  improve  the  City's  ! 

credit  standing  and  thus  lower  the  cost  at  which  I 

the  Corporation  may  borrow  funds. 

(3)  An  orderly  and  systematic  capital  works  program  will 
be  adopted. 

(4)  We  will  be  permitted  to  enforce  more  easily  Section  6’J 
of  the  Ontario  Municipal  Board  Act.

(5)  The  Corporation  will  secure  protection  against  the 

influence  of  pressure  groups  seeking  to  advance  their 
special  interests  ahead  of  more  urgent  or  more  meri¬ 
torious  improvements.  An  order  of  priority  will  be 
established  and  will  be  a  guide  in  the  apportionment  j 

of  available  funds .  t 


During  1953  each  department  of  the  City  and  each  independent  board 
and  commission  was  contacted  and  requested  to  submit  a  detailed  list  of  all 
present  and  contemplated  capital  improvement  requirements.  Schedule  27,  a 
Summary  of  Capital  Projects,  is  a  list  of  these  requirements.  At  this  time 
we  would  like  to  emphasize  very  strongly  that  the  cost  of  the  various  pro¬ 
jects  which  appear  on  this  list  are  very  rough  estimates  and  are  intended  to 
be  merely  an  indication  of  the  type  of  improvement  required  and  of  the  amount 
of  funds  involved.  It  is  quite  apparent  that  it  is  beyond  the  City's  fin¬ 
ancial  ability  to  meet  the  cost  of  all  these  projects  at  one  time.  There¬ 
fore,  in  the  interests  of  sound  financing  and  good  planning,  some  order  of 
priority  must  be  established.

In  our  opinion,  the  first  step  towards  the  adoption  of  a  capital 
budget  program  has  been  taken.  We  would  request  that  the  future  procedure 
be  somewhat  as  follows : 


(l)  That  the  Board  of  Control  appoint  one  of  its  members  to  sit 
in  with  the  Capital  Budget  Committee  in  order  to  determine 
a  tentative  order  of  priority. 


(2)  That  the  Board  of  Control,  as  a  body,  examine  the  tentative 
order  of  priority  as  determined  in  (l)  and  make  any  amend¬ 
ments  which,  in  its  wisdom,  are  necessary. 

(3)  That  this  order  of  priority  be  submitted  to  City  Council  for 
ratification. 

In  closing, may  we  state  that,  in  our  opinion,  the  crux  to  the  control 
of  this  municipal  corporation's  financial  stability  lies  in  the  firm  adminis¬ 
tration  of  a  capital  improvement  program.  As  was  stated  in  the  Assistant 
Commissioner  of  Finance's  Report  of  last  year,  "if  a  municipality  prepares  a 
sound  annual  budget  and  adheres  strictly  to  the  enforcement  of  that  budget, 
if  it  is  successful  in  collecting  its  current  taxes,  and  if  it  keep  its  out¬ 
standing  debenture  debt  within  its  ability  to  pay,  the  municipality  will  not 
find  itself  in  any  financial  crisis". 
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When  a  priority  list  has  been  made  of  our  capital  improvement  re¬ 
quirements  and  examined  in  the  light  of  our  ability  to  pay  for  these  require¬ 
ments,  we  shall  then  be  in  a  position  to  adopt  a  sound,  systematic,  realistic 
approach  to  our  future  municipal  needs.
